Queetions wera also put by 
Mr. Corbett, tha moster admit- 
ting that all nocosrary navigat- 
ing instrumonts woro on board, 
that tho. ship was in a good sea- 
worthy condition and that, so far 
as the owners were concerned, 
here was no blamo attaching to 
hom for the accident. 


CHIEF OFFICER'S 
EVIDENCE, 


Capt. Soully, Chief Officor of 
tho veesol, who was on tho bridgo 
at the time of tho accident, said 
that just beforo the tolographs 
were rung ho saw the ehip got- 
tng closer and closer to tho bank, 
und called tho pilot's attention ‘to 
the.matter.

An Election. — , 


In proviously conmonting on 
the coming political crisis over 
the Workers’ Weekly onse, wo 
pointed out that Lubour was 
apparontly quite proparod to 
submit the mattor to the judg- 
mont of the clectorate, and this 
is borne out by to-day’s cables. 
Indeod, thero is now ovory in- 
dication that tho Labour Party 
is confident’ of a final victory, 
giving it a dofinite majority in 
Parlinmont, when the - hotheads 
will havo a groater say in 
running the Govornmont | of 
tho country, Thoro is slways 
tho possibility of Labdur losing 
hoavily, but wo think tho party 
has alroady gained such ‘a big 
footing that ‘dislodgmont is well 
nigh impousiblo, and an extension 
of tho foothold is ovon probable. 
What will o truly Labour 
Government moan for Britain 
and the Empiro? Tho prospoots 
aro not ro-assurfng, whon wo 
recolloct the ovidenco of com- 
munistic influonco evorywhora. 
It is alloged by Labour's op- 
ponents that tho middle-class 
voters aro now haing lulled into 
a -folso senso of security 
by a studied  ‘modoration 
on tho part of the Ministoriallste, 
but that onco-undisputed power 
bo won by tho working classes 
thoir roal aims—including such 
drastic changes us nationalisation 
of industry and‘a capital levy— 
will bo disclosed.. Ara wo to 
conto to o stage whore Liberals 
and Conservatives will be forced 
to sink thoir difforoncos and unite 
againat ‘an | openly Communist 
rogime? . That is-quite possible. 
‘Groat changes might lio ahead, 
and porhaps,tho next few months 
will soe somo of thom in 
operation. 


That Protocol. 


A somewhat unoxpected epirit 
of opposition has developed in 
Australia ovor tho disarmament 
protocol and its extension to mat- 
ters of moro or loss domostic con- 
corn, ‘This has boon. mado a subject 
of immigration discussion, with 
Japan aconsed of opposing tho 
original draft in order to include 
an opportunity of bringing tho 
mattor of racial distinction before 
the League of Nations. Wore 
this the case, it would be a re- 
grottable inclusion of matters 
which could wreck any good that 
tha protucol might otherwise 
accomplish. However, we now 
have the assurance of ‘Tokyo that 
such o stop is not contemplated, 
and the ‘purpose of insisting on 
the amondmont was to give the 
League wider powors, 60 as to 
increase its possible usofulness. 
In that caso we do not soo that 
thoro is anything which the Aus: 
tralians or othors oan object to. 
But thero is the opportunity 
always prosented of making 
puroly domestic issuos a subject 
of appoal to the Leaguo, and that 
makes tho protocol as it now 
stunds a sourco of danger. What 
guarantoos’ have the - various 
nations that advantugo will novor 
bo talon of theso loopholes that 
appoar in the working -of the 
scheme, if nob by Japan then 
by any. other nation? Tho 
Australian conmontsa have boon 
somowhat bitter, und whothor 
justified or not they serve the 
useful purpose of disclosing tho 
antagonistic national spirit which 
iy sure fo form one of tho chiof 
snags in tho.way of world paaco. 
And, biggest problem of all, is 
the necessity of ‘obtaining tho 
adhordnoe of the United States 
to the protocol ifit'is to be any- 
thing of o success, From tho 
view taken by Australians, wo 
think that Amorica, with similar 
Immigration quostions, will look 
upon the wholo idea of world 
arbitration with a vory critical ne 
ero committing horsolf;. and th 
amendment procured . by Mr 
Adatchi is caloulated to make tho 
Americans oven moro cautious 
now about joining, and will pos- 
aibly load to thoir holding ontirely 
aloof. In that caso, tho wholo 
projoot would fall: in its objeot, 
and ,bocome a ond lottor inter- 
nationally.
